Inspired Port Arthur Newspaper

According to advices received from 
Japan by the steamer Tartar, winch 
reached pun yesterday morning, Russo- 
Japanese negotiations are dragging 
along, bumpered by thy fact that liarou 
Rosen's representative hus to obtain 
minute instructions from Admiral Alex- 
it 11 at L'ort Artuur, to whom attached 
are sent coiitiuuaily. War-like prepara- 
tions continue, chiefly on tuu Wirt of 
Russia, Japan being practically prepur,- 
ed. Business is seriously unsettled mid 
it is felt that any day may see an ex- 
plosion. Alarmist rumors are frequent 
and are doing much damage in the mar- 
kets. Japanese bonds at one lime de- 
clining ten dollars. Close reticence pre- 
vails at Tokio, but reviews of publish- 
ed interviews justify the assertion that 
the situation is not bo tenso and more 
favorable to peace, although this is not 
by any means lasting, and any day 
may see a reverse situation. 

The must discouraging feature from 
the peace standpoint is the massing of 

Russian ti 'is and warships at Port 

Arthur, and the strict fortification of 
that point. The harbor is practically 
closed with a boijtu of lou's, and steam- 
ers are ordered out after nightfall. A 
large number of heavy guns from Cron- 
stadt have been mounted, large bodies 
of troops moved southward to concen- 
trate on Talien ami Port Arthur and 
heavy supplies of provisions been rush- 
ed to garrison posts and bunkers amply 
filled with coal. 

Great excitement prevailed at Port 
Arthur during the manoeuvres just end- 
ed, half the forces . being divided into 
defenders and the others as the attack- 
ers "were known as "the Japanese." The 
squadron attacking consisted of the 
Poltava, Fobiedu, Petropaulovsk, Retvi- 
zan, JPeresviet and Sevastopol. They 
attacked the shores between Port Arthur 
and lJalny, which point was defended 
by die Russian torpedo boats. Thae 
forts and a scheme id' signalling to 
warn the approach of invaders were 
thoroughly tested. 

'The invaders attempted to land north 
of Talienwan, but failed. .Since a bat- 
tery has been placed there, guns now- 
being mouuted. The manoeuvres were 
carried out as it' a state of war existed, 
ami the .Novo Krai, of l'ort Arthur, in 
lengthy comments on the manoeuvres, 
says Japan could not take Port Arthur 
without tin.- loss of 20,000 men. Tor- 
pedoes are being laid a! Talienwan, 
where five destroyers are engaged. 
.Many Japauese at l'ort Arthur, New- 
chwaug and North Korean pons, alarm- 
ed at the warlike movements, have start- 
ed for Japan. 

.Mr. Tsuji, a prominent Japanese 
business man, ami another Japanese are 
reported to have been arrested as spies 

in Manchuria and impriso I at Porl 

Arthur, and a report is also given from 
l'ort Arthur that a Japanese officer, 
traveling through Manchuria in plain 
clothes, was seized by Russians and sub- 
jected to torture. 

The Novo Krai, a Russian paper 
edited at l'ort Arthur by Colonel Arte- 
mieff, a friend of Viceroy Alexieff, is 
publishing itrilanimatory articles defying 
the Japanese press to establish a right 
lo interfere in Manchuria. In a late 
issue this paper say< : "The fatal mo- 
ment (October Sthj has come, and it 
linds Uussiu standing firm in Man- 
churia, fully anne, I for tile protection 
of her interests there, which are as 
dear to her as life's blood. No threat 
will be able to disturb the status quo in 
Manchuria." These articles are greatly 
irritating the Japanese. 

According to a well-informed 
correspondent, the conference of 
statesmen and ~thc Japanese < 
held on October l.'fih. does not imply 
an aggressive temper, it was necessi- 
tated by reason of the gravity of the 
crisis, and it was decided to continue 
negotiations, but to insist for Japanese 
influence being dominant in Korea, and, 
while Russian claims are to he recog- 
nized, and an "open door" in .Man- 
churia. The sentiment of the confer- 
ence, which was prolonged, was to seek 
peace, but not without honor. If .Jap- 
anese claims were dishonored, patience 
might end and hostilities result. 

The attitude of the Japanese presa 
is bellicose The Kokumin, which re- 
fleets ministerial views, in reviewing the 
crisis, say-;; "We want peace- but not 
peace without honor." The Chuwo says: 
"If we aii> not to remain a little Japan 
we must take decisive means at the 
cost of peace." The Nippon urges the 
despatch of Japanese forces to North 
Korea, and is indignant at the delay 
in negotiations. In a veiled manner 
this paper urges Japanese naval and 
military officers not to wait on the tardy 
civil authorities, but to strike a blow 
at the Russians as they struck the Chin- 
ese at Toyoshinin, in the China-Japan 
war. The Jlininin and Jiji argue for 
war, the former lists ground that delay 
aids Russia, and the lath r lays great 
stress on the fortifications being estab- 
lished by Itussiu on the Valu. The 
anti-Russian society, after a well-attend- 
ed muss meeting at Tokio, sent a depu- 
tation of eleven members to Premier 
Kal sura petitioning Iiirn to declare war 
against linssia at once. A press- cen- 
sorship has been established at Tokio 
because of the gravity of the situation. 

General Tung Puhslang, an outlawed

Gruesome Scenes at Site of 
Disaster An End to Joyous

Indianapolis, Oct. 31.— The special 
train on the ''Big Four," bringing IMu 
Lafayette pa.- .-..•users, including several 
hundred studdd Of Perdue b Diversity,, 
was wrecked today near Riverside 1'urk, 
at the edge of tins city. Eleven dead 
have been taken from the wreck, and 
forty of tlieiu seriously. Among the 
dead are several members of the Perdue 
University football team, which was 
playing Indiana University for the state 
.championship here this afternoon. 

The list of dead thus far identified 
follows : It. ,T. Robertson. Indianapolis: 
Walter li. Rouch, Pittsburg; L. B.

IMG I RON IS QUIET. 



The expression "pig iron ds quiet" is 
ono Unit appears pretty regularly just 
aiow in the market reports. At the 
first glance, it seems to he a very un- 
interesting and commonplace little bit 
of commercial news. But when its 
[meaning is investigated a little, it con- 
veys the news of. a mo*t profound 
change fin the industrial situation. Some 
tew years ago an American economist 
established an undoubted relation be- 
tween the price of iron and industrial 
depression. In his argument, however, 
upon the discovery he had made, he ap- 
peared to us at the time, to inaUe a 
great mistake. In other words, his logic 
was not nearly as strong as his fact 
He gave the reader tho impression that 
he considered the relation between the 
price of pig iron and industrial depr 
sion a causal one. That is to say, that 
if the price of pig iron could by any 
(means be maintained Industrial depres- 
sion could be prevented. One might as 
.'well rty to prevent a storm by chang- 
ing the scale, and thus altering the 
reading of the barometer. die certainly 
proved that the pig iron market is the 
barometer of industrial expansion and 
tho reverse, but more than that he 
could not prove, because more than that 
pig 'iron is not. The fact that the iron 
and steel trade is quiet at the present 
time is an indication that the adverse 
conditions which have firat nffeeted the 
prices of stocks and bonds, are begin 
uing to affect industry itself. Miners 
have an expression that iron is the 
mother of all metals. !lt is equally true 
that iron is tho basis of all industry in 
its modern sense, industry is carried 
on, if we look at the matter from, tho 
point of view of economic philosphy, by 
a synthesis of iron and power, the ma- 
terial and the immaterial. Of course, 
iron is not the only material useful or 
necessary, but it is the base of the in- 
dustrial structure. Consequently, dur- 
ing a period of industrial expansion, the 
demand for iron increases, its output is 
enlarged and its price maintained; while, 
during a period of industrial eontrac 
tion, demand diminishes, output is re- 
stricted, and prices fall. .11" you come 
to ask the further question of what 
causes alternating periods of industrial 
expansion and contraction, you have 
entered upon a problem which is reserved 
for the Newton of economics, and that 
gentleman has not yet appeared on this 
nutndune sphere, to fully solve, and one 
in which the Consideration of prices will 
be of no assistance whatever. They are 
merely part of the resultant phenomena 
The present crisis in New York has beei 
called "a rich man's panic. - ' It might 
better be described as "a gurablcr's pan 
ic." There are nut such a very great 
number of people who live by, for, and 
in Wall street. Nor is the earning pow- 
er of a stock diminished by a fall in its 
price on the exchange. But the en- 
croachment of adverse conditions upon 
the actual market for and price of iron 
and steel indicated by the cryptic 
phrase "pig iron is quiet," marks the 
disturbance on the stock exchange! as a 
subconscious anticipation of decreased 
earning power among industrial shares. 
And when that becomes rnauifost in 
actual industry, us well as amen- brok- 
ers and speculators, then industry is 
face to face with the old-fasbioned and 
highly unfashionable "hard times." At 
this particular time how far does it scion 
likely thai depression will spread? There 
are certain industries and certain por- 
tion of the Eastern states in which the 
depression i-; quite likely to be, if not 
prolonged, at least quite severe, and the 
same rpplies in a lesser degree to Can- 
ada. The Middle West will hardly feel 
it, ami the Far West not at all. In 
fact, we should not overstrain the ar- 
gument by stating that the West will 
actually benefit, through .the diversion 
of capital from industrials which have 
been yielding abnormal and apparently 
safe prolits, to the development of new 
lands and other resources. On the whole, 
however, the reaction docs not look as 
though it. were going to be very severe 
or widespread, dt. is not developing the 
symptoms of a cyclone in which the 
complete destruction of credit periodical- 
ly upsets the balance f our complex co- 
nization, and spreads gloom and des- 
pondency everywhere. 



represents. Is not Hint the great issue 
in nil Democratic politics, and is it not 
a particularly vital issue all over tho 
United States and Canada? In tho prov- 
ince of Ontario in Canada, for instance, 
we have a body politic so corrupted as 
to have lost the consciousness of what 
political 'corruption is. But there must 
lie numbers of people in Ontario, Lib- 
erals as well as Conservatives, still un- 
tainted, and it is quite possible that an 
equivalent of the New York Fusionist 
party might arise in Ontario determined 
to inaugurate a new political era there.

Their oppon- 
ents claim that they are dominated by 
Republican party ambit ions. It is open- 
ly stated that Senator 'Piatt proposes 
under cover of the Fusionist party to 
gain the same control for the Republi- 
can machine over New York city, which 
the notorious Quay enjoys and misuses 
over (Philadelphia. "What is there to 
choose between Piatt and Tammany, 
ask many most respectable Democrats. 
Tammany has used most ingenious 
means to strengthen this impression and 
weaken the Fusion ticket with the 
Democrats. Two most estimable olllce 
holders under Low were again nomin- 
ated on the Fusion ticket. They Were 
promptly endorsed by Tammany be- 
cause they were Democrats. One would 
naturally imagine that this would have 
led to their unanimous election. Far 
from it. It led to their being thrust 
of)' the Fusion ticket on to the Tammany 
ticket. In -addition to Tammany thus 
securing two representative men with 
<dean records, it has put up a high- 
class individual for mayor. and it 
would not be surprising if it won witli 
him. as it did with Van Wyek before. 
One most respectable citizen writes to 
a New York paper protesting against 
the abuse leveled against the Democratic 
candidates, and he winds up by saying: 
"Give me Tammany, painted black as it 
may be, with its civic liberality of spirit 
and municipal good comradeship, rather 
than the narrow, bigoted, vituperative 
so-called non-partizan party, playing as 
it is, be ever so unwittingly, into the 
hands of Boss Piatt and Republican 
machine politicians, upon whose backs 
its organs have been wont for many 
years to unmercifully inflict the most 
cutting lashes." It might be said that 
this issue of party politics coming in, 
obscures the real issue of clean govern- 
ment versus the reverse, hut the con- 
trary is the case. By qualifying that 
issue, it brings out what it really is. 
It is the question whether reform is 
possible under party government except 
through the purification of one or other 
of the parties!, whether, in other words, 
it is possible for reformers to work out- 
side the ranks of one or other of the 
parties. We say unhesitatingly that 
it is not. In New York, either the 
Fusionists will win. and New York

Democrats will win, and the Fusion- 
ists' lease of power prove temporary, 
and upon a magnificent record, incap- 
able of perpetuation. In the interests 
of clean government most people will 
hope that the Fusionists may win; but 
the hope must be tampered with the 
clear prevision that as soon as the Re- 
publicans gain control, they will use pre- 
cisely the same means' us Tammany uses 
to perpetuate their lease of oflice, and 
the nominally non-partizan character of 
the administration become even more of 
a farce as time noes on.

NiEJW YORK iEIiBCTIONS. 

The New York- municipal elections ap- 
pear to involve some, of the larger fea- 
tures in politics, both in the United 
Stales and Canada. The Fusion ad-

Everybody, I think, would admit that 
Mr. It. E. Gosnell Is thoroughly honest In 
the statement of his opinion, hut that Is 
net the question; it is rather the question 
whether, or not, the opinions of a man In 
■Mr. Gosnell's position, having a reputation 
of being conversant with the views of the 
government of the country, whether, or 
not, he Is Justified In stating: 

"To tell the honest truth, a careful study 
of the question so far as it effects Port'and 
Canal, leads one to the firm opinion that 
Canada, instead of mourning over a defeat, 
has scored a decided victory, and has every 
reason to congratulate herself on the re- 
sult. There has not been, in my opinion, 
the sacrifice of a single foot of territory 
by the British commissioner to placate the 
United States or for any other reason, and 
any sentiment Canada based on Unit be- 
lief. Is absolutely unfounded. Canada lias 
gained two large and very Important Inl- 
ands as n net result, and lost nothing she 
was entitled to.' 

No matter what his private views may 
be, I think he ahou'd not have been ap- 
proached for any statement on the ques- 
tion, and as a native-born Canadian, I am 
more than surprised that he should have 
voiced such an opinion; besides, so far as 
we have been led to believe, It Is not In 
accordance with the facts. Then, again, 
he lias entirely misunderstood me, because 
I never suggested anything about the vul- 
nerability of I'ort Simpson, hut the ships 
passing to and fro through a hundred mile's 
of straits, and controlled at a narrow point 
by the two islands upon which the Ameri- 
cans can erect their "Gibraltar." Al this 
point the strait Is only six miles across, or 
Just twice the width of Burrard Inlet at 
the C. I'. R. wharf. 

Then Mr. Gosnell thinks that we should 
not "deplore the loss or territory to which 
we were not legally entitled to or defend 
| by inuendo claims which wore Indefensi- 
ble." He says further: "I have stated 
that I do not think historically considered 
the claims of Canada in respect to the strip 
of territory north of tho 60 parallel were at 
all strong." Even granting that such is 
the ease, it seems to me very remarkable 
I that our government officials should glv 
voice to such opinions. Then lie says, a 
fur as he knows, "there Is an map In CJ 
Istenee drawn since the date of tile COT 
ventlon, which favors the Canadian coi 
tentlon. On the contrary, every man, Brit- 
ish, or ltnssl American, Canadian, Brit- 
ish Columbia, and Hudson's Hay Company, 
Including those submitted by the Canadian 
government at the arbitration practically 
sustains the United States claim In that 
regard." 

I have stated previously that I believe 
Mr. Gosnell to lie perfectly honest in ids 
beliefs, but if ho Is correct, then someone 
must he at a serious • fault to allow this dis- 
pute to have continued so long between 
Canada and the United States, and there 
never should have • boon ■ any -difficulty, or 
any need to have had any convention, or 
appointment of commissioners, which had 
put the country to immense expense, but 
we hnve the statement of the Times that 
the two Islands, the stragetie Importance 
of which 1 have been dealing with through- 
out tills discussion were granted to Can- 
Sidn but given back to the United Slates 
by the Lord Chief Justice of England.

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A very curious phenomena was visi- 
ble in the heavens from Victoria on Sat- 
urday morning between the hours of 
twelve and two. It was similar to the 
aurora borealis and yet. dissimilar, so 
much so that tjiose ■well acquainted with' 
the features of the aurora as commonly 
seen, comb! uot fail to notice both tho 
resemblance and tho difference. It ap- 
pears now, from the press despatches re- 
ceived yesterday, that this curious ap- 
pearance affected tho whole northern 
part of the .American continent, and in 
some cases, caused quite marked elec- 
trical disturbance. The aurora boreal 
is a curious phenomenon, and certainly

"If the personalities of some of the 
ancient Hebrew patriarch and phophets 
have less Influence than they formerly had 
through association with sayings which 
have been attributed to them, the truths 
which have gained interest and force by 
■hearing their names remain the same, 
whoever uttered baem," says the Congro- 
gatlonalist of Boston; "and It may lie 
that what Is lost through uncertainty of 
authorship will bo more chati compensated 
In coming years by the consciousness of 
the closer relations (if believers with 
the source of authority from Wihlch all 
truth proceeds. When It was believed 
without question that (tod appeared in 
visible form to .Moses and Abraham and 
David, and spoke to them, the words as- 
cribed to them wore accepted as author- 
itative because Abraham and Moses and 
David had heard God speaking to them, 
it Is significant of changing viesw of 
tho methods of God's communication of 
His will tn meu when so conservative 
and profound a student of the Bible as 
Dr. Alexander McLaren says: 'It Is a 
sin against the genius ol Christianity, 
and an Ignoring .f the Whole progress of 
revelation,' if we think that David or any 
of the Old Testament saints, ihnd surer 
guidance by outward signs than wo have 
by tho voice within."

r pHE above diagram, reproduced from an article in the November St. Nicholas, on "The Money Value of Training" by James 
1 M. Dodge, president of the American Society of Mechanical Engineers, illustrates .Mr. Dodge's arguments that an un- 
trained boy of sixteen, in good health, rcpre-oii! s a potential value ol $3,000 on entering a trade school or shop — that is, he is 
worth to his employer live per cent, of $3,000, or $1 50 a year; that the shop-taught lad in nine years has increased his potential 
value lit the rate of $1,300 per annum, while the tradcschool man's investment in himself has been at the rate of $2,100 per annum. 
The untrained lad will earn $15 a week at twenty. four years of age (and only five per cent, of this class ever cam any more), while 
the g,™dm"e. of the trade school reaches this earning capacity between twenty and twenty-one, and is getting; $20 a week before he 
is twenty-four, with unlimited possibilities for the future. Mr. Dodge urges, backing bis arguments by facts and figures, of which 
the diagram is an effective summary, that the best investment any boy can make is to "invest himself" by increasing his own 
potential value. This result, Mr. Dodye points out, is gained most thoroughly and effectively by training.

ing who is in a position' to give as cor- 
rect, n narrative of that awi'ul tragedy 
and the circumstances that led to it 
as myself. There lias never been a 
doubt" in my mind that those circum- 
stances were preventive— that had the 
crudest precautions been adopted and 
the commonest decencies of life observ- 
ed, the disaster would never have 
taken place. With this brief introduc- 
tion I shall plunge at once into the task 
and drawing asjde the veil shall pro- 
ceed to tell .the Story nf thai lament- 
able disaster, with nil its tragic and 
heartrending details.

She was most popular, and 
naturally attracted a large circle of 
admirers. By a number of these she 
was besieged- when I advanced to say 
farewell. Her fond mother was in the 
group that surrounded the fair girl, 
whose sweet face was more than usual- 
ly animated in anticipation of the 
round of pleasure that awaited her 
upon arrival at San Francisco. 

There were other fair ami joyous 
maidens on board, and there were 
young mothers in the' first bloom of 
womanhood, with children at their 
sides or in their arms. There were 
matrons whose grown up children had 
come to the wharf to see them Safely 
off. and bless their departure am! pray 
for their preservation for no one fell 
any confidence in the old steamer.

From that port a revenue cutter wnsl 
despatched to the scene of the wreck, 
and on the way oat of the straits Neil 
Henley, a Quartermaster of the wreck- 
ed vessel, was found floating on a 
piece of wreckage and saved. Ho re- 
ported that Capt. Howell, the second 
mate, the cook and four passengers 
(one a young lady) were on the wreck- 
ago witli him when the ship first went 
down; hut all perished one by one until 
only lie remained.. The young lady, 
from the description, was believed to 
he a Miss Reynolds, of San Francisco, 
who was returning home from n visit 
to friends at the dockyard, Esquimau, 
Once she was washed off the raft, and 
the second mate plunged in and rescued 
her. She resumed her place on the raft 
but seemed to lose all hope. Gradually 
tier strength departed and she lay mo- 
tionless on tlie fragment until a wave 
washed her away, her heroic rescuer 
soon following.

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THE WEEK'S MINING

Recent hows from Uosslaud is of au 
eminently gratifying nature. Although 
little has been said, still until quite 
lately, a tear lias boon freely enter- 
tained for the future of the Le Jtoi, and 
the exceedingly unsatisfactory character 
of the July and August reports, tender 
further to" strengthen this apprehen- 
sion that the mine had seen its best 
days. When Mr. .McMillan, the man- 
aging director, whs here the other day, 
he satisfied me however that the out- 
look was not iu uly so gloomy as it 
might appear, and at the same time in- 
formed me that a large and seemingly 
valuable new ore body had just been 
iocatoi at the 1,350 foot level of the 
mine, which discovery promised obvious- 
ly to improve the position of the com- 
pany to a very material degree. At 
uiy informant's request 1 made no ref- 
erence to Ins intelligence at the time, 
■but since the announcement has been 
published as contained in Mr. I'urrish's 
fast cable to the directors, there is no 
further occasion for silence. The cablo 
message reads as follows:— "Have coni- 
mienced to drive on the line of diamond 
•drill hole -\'o. 7 (previously reported 
as indicating apparently high grade ore) 
•and south 1,350 level crosscut, pros J 
pecting for ledge over 100 feet in width, 
will occupy at least sixty days' time, 
so as to prove the value of these ore 
'bodies." It will doubtless he a few 
■weeks yet before anything more is very

Capitalists, coutendinig for free labor, 
B av that to the employer, and to the em- 
ployer alone, belongs the unalienable 
right to liire and discharge whom lie 
likes ami run his shop to suit himself. 
Tliis right few if any will deny lie pos- 
sesses. On the other hand, the workman, 
like the employer, has unalienable rights, 
one of which allows him to sell lus la- 
Ihor, as an individual <>r collectively, to 
•whom ho pleases and raider conditions 
ito suit himself. There is no law which 
compels nu employer to hire a work- 
man, neither is there any law which 
compels the workman to soil his labor 
to an employer. Kxoo.pt in--, of course, 
in the case of the Law Society, the 
Medical ■Society, Dental Society anil a 
few other politically protected societies 
whose members are protected by law 
against non-memibers ■working at their 
respective trades. 

Less fortunate workmen have devised 
menus on the same principle as the above 
societies for self-protection. They have 
(formed societies, or unions, for the pur- 
pose of disposing of their labor to, the 
best advantage and regulating internal 
affair appertaining to tin; best interests 
of their respective handicrafts. Iu l>nr- 
sraining with an employer the society 
says: "We will sell you labor under 
certain conditions— one of these condi- 
tions is that you employ only members 
of our society." The employer has the 
inalienable right to take it <>r 'leave it. 
II' lie takes it. by doing so ho agrees^ to 
rim what is known as a "closed shop"— 
only members of the union being em- 
ployed. 

It is contended that the union goes too 
far when it insists on the employer en- 
tering into such an agreement, because 
it interferes 'with tic freedom of labor, 
preventing the uon-uuionisl Gby convic- 
tion or otherwise) from getting employ- 
ment. Fancy the capitalist being soli- 
citous whether the non-unionist gels em- 
ployment or not'.' The employer wants 
the "open shop" so hi' may employ a 
sufficient number of non-unionists to use 
as a whip over the unionists. As a 
rule the non-unionist is a poor mechanic, 
unable to command the union rate of 
wages ami willing to work for loss. Em- 
ployers recognize this fact, and go to 
the unions for their more skilled work- 
men. Yel they would keep in their em- 
ploy a numbcr'nf incompetent, low-priced 
workmen as a lever to keep down the 
wages of competent laibor. 

Then the boycott is another eourco of 
trouble coining in for moro than usual 
criticism of late The union is tool that 
it goes too far when it asks members 
no! t.. patronize the product of non- 
union labor. Again those inalienable 
rights are trotyl out. No fault is found 
with the individual who refuses to 
patronize a firm whose products are 
manufactured under conditions he has 
no sympathy with, but so soon as In 
informs his friends and oth 
cause and interests iu life ar 
with his own ho is told-of! 
wrong. It is all right for the 
furor to refuse to sell his gO(

After society has eonllscnted private 
possessions In order to effect a division, 
supposed lo he equal or equitable — if 
there is any such thing as equitable — then 
ouch Individual must be required to eon- 
tribute i ording to his ability lo the pro- 
duction of the common stock for the main- 
tenance of all. Since Individual owner- 
ship is not permitted, there 1s no sufficient 
motive to Impel each Individual to do ids 
slime. On the contrary, there Is a mo- 
tive- acting upon each to shift his share of 
the elTort upon others. 

The logical socialist, perceiving this, 
Hilda himself forced to deny Urn right of 
tiie Individual to liberty. He has to assert 
the right of society to enslave Its Individ- 
ual members, to deny them all privacy In 
order that it may know whether they are 
able to work, to deny them all liberty of 
action and drive them to tasks which In 
most cases must necessarily be assigned, 
to constitute, In some Inscrutable way, a 
directive head and an executive force by 
which society collectively may hold its 
members Individually In .slavery and drive 
them dally and hourly to their appointed 
tasks. 

To this Impossible socletary perpetual 
motion does socialism necessarily conduct, 
ami all upon the assumption that ev;ery 
Individual has a natural right to possess 
and enjoy everything, but no right to own 
anything 

It Is had enough thus to assert the right 
of siMlety collectively to rob each of Its 
members of all his rights In order to bring 
him lo the enjoyment of a certain as- 
emmed right. 

But It Is vastly worse — It Is simply out- 
rageous — for a very small part of society 
organized In the ItllDD of Inbor and having 
no nuthorltv whatever from society lis a 
whole, to assert Its right to limit and even 
utterly deny the rights of Individuals, and 
to assault, malm and kill men for o\rr- 
clslns their rights, and to starve and 
freeze women and children in depriving 
men of their rights. 

This Is a disclosure of the heart and 
spirit of socialism in the attempt to re- 
duce It to practice to a limited extent. It 
shows us the falsity of socialistic pre- 
tenses and professions and the monstrous 
t'vrnimy mid cruelty to which socialistic 
theories necessarily lend, human nature 
Mng what 1t In — GUIcugo Inter-Ocean, 
October 28.
